No 
responsible voice in America has eVer 
been raised against our support of the 
court or arbitration. It is a_ point 
worthy of notice that this court of 
arbitration ,which for more than 30 
years has had our support, has the 
exclusive power to nominate the 
judges of the world court. The judges 
must be selected from those arbitra- 
tors now appearing on the permanent 
list of arbitrators at The Hague, and 
from a specified number of such arbi- 
trators named by the nations support- 
ing The Hague court of arbitration. 
We are already, therefore, in associa- 
tion with the very men who sit as 
judges in the world court. The two 
courts occupy different rooms in the 
same building. 

“If the names and nationalities of 
the judges of the court is a matter 
of real concern, then we should with- 
draw from. The Hague court of arbi- 
tration, and I do not understand you 
to favor withdrawing from that court. 

Facts Stand for Themselves. 
“Tinder the foregoing conditions, def- 
initelvy stated in the resolution, it is 
my settled conviction that the United 
States is not involved and cannot be- 
come involved in any entangling alli- 
ance, political:or otherwise.

Slepe West and North. 

“This is occupied by a growth of 
oaks and pines, ranging from 6 to 
20 inches in diameter and from 40 to 
79 feet in height. <A bridle path can 
be brought along this slope from the 
plant, using for a part of the way a 
woods road already coming from the 
main road to the west of the plant. 

“There is a small ravine heading 
back in a westerly direction from the 
creek, A spring of cool, clear water 
rises in this ravine. Some white oaks 
and poplars, 34 inches in diameter 
and 100 feet high, stand in this 
ravine.

ih scinaabebhu products:of Atlanta 
factories, manufactured articles whose 
value runs into the millions annual- 
will fill almost to overflowing 
next week the big auditorium, where 
the Atlanta Industrial exposition will 
be opened to the public for the week 
of August 2 to 7. — 

Nearly 800 manufacturing indus- 
tries are carried on in Atlanta, with 
payrolls amounting to $3,000,000 a 
week, according to figures on record 
at the industrial bureau at the cham- 
ber of commerce. Hardly a city in 
the country has more varied manu- 
facturing interests. Atlanta goods 
are sold throughout the United States 
and exported to HBurope, Asia and 
South America. 

Not all of these industries will be 
represented at the big industrial ex- 
position, but more than a hundred 
separate exhibits are scheduled, and 
the display will be thoroughly repre- 
sentative of Atlanta manufactures. 

The Atlanta Chamber of Commerce, 
the. Merchants and Manufacturers’ 
association and the Georgia Manufac- 
turers’ association, which are spon- 
soring the exposition, wish to create 
in the mind of the public a pride in 
Atlanta’s industrial achievements, 
and to show something of the romance 
of the far distribution of her products. 
Recently, the Southern Saw works, 
one of the exhibitors, sent a ship- 
by ocean 
freight to Para, the port of Brazil, 
where it was transferred to an 
Amazon river boat for a 3,000-mile 
journey tito the tropical jungle. This 
company ‘sells ‘saws im every section 


- of the world where timber is cut. 


Other Exhibits. 

Two other exhibitors are the At- 
lanta Milling company, which has 
been grinding Georgia wheat and corn 
since 1883, and the Atlanta and 
Lowry National bank, which has 


helped to finance Atlanta industries 
since 65. The Atlanta Milling 
company affords a daily cash market 
for all the wheat grown in Georgia 
and ‘yet the entire crop of the state 
would not run its mills longer than 
 15z days. 

This is the first time the exposi- 
tion will be held at the same time as 
“Merchants’ Week,” 
thousands of retail merchants to At- 
lanta each year for the fall buying 
season. ‘“Merchants’ Week” is held 
under the direction of the Merchants 
and Manufacturers association, an or- 
ganization composed principally of 
wholesalers and jobbers, and this year 
they will conduct their visitors to the 
auditorium as a part of the week’s en- 
tertainment. — 

Working on the belief that a station- 
ary exhibit is a “dead” one, the man- 
ufacturers have entered into the spir- 
it of the show to the extent of showing 
articles in the process of manufacture 
and machinery in motion, rather than 
the finished products. There will be 
few of the show window type of dis- 
plays. Many of them will have en- 
tire. factories in miniature and will 
seaptoy skilled artisans who will make 

fine products by hand. 

Next Thursday the auditorium will

LIQUOR EXPORTERS 
TO ENGAGE IN WAR. 


Detroit, July 24.—(4)—The Detroit 
News today says that a war in which 
virtually all liquor exporters on the 
Canadian side of the Detroit river are 
involved will commence early next 
week when organization of the second 
“rum trust” on the border will be 
completed. 

The battle to get rid of the two 
combines which supply Detroit and 
nearby American cities with Canadian 
beer and liquor will take place over a 
40-mile lake and river front, says The 
News. 

“The Bermuda Exporters, Inc., de- 
scribed as a powerful amalzamation of 
more than a dozen Ontario breweries 
with capital estimated at several. mil- 
lion dollars, will be on one side, and 
exporters “frozen out” by the brewers’ 
organization which has refused to con- 
tinue stocking smaller exporters’ ware- 
houses with beer and ale will be on 
the other. 

The breweries combined more than 
ten days ago to end the cutting of 
beer prices at export docks. They at 
once raised the price of Detroit bound 
beer at the dock from $2.50 to $3.50 
a case and now demand cash payment 
in advance for all loads taken across. 
the river by runners from the Michi- 
gan shores. 

When exporters not included in this 
organization sent their orders as usual 
to the breweries a week ago the orders: 
were refused.

Voted for Income Tax. 

“Yes, I voted for an income tax 
amendment. I did more than that. 
I was a strong advocate for it be- 
fore the.committee and on the floor 
of the house: I have no apologies to 
offer and no excuses to make. My 
object and purpose for voting for this 
amendment was to take from the 
lands of this state the burden of 
state taxation and to distribute the 
support of our’ state government 
among those people who have sub- 
stantial incomes. 

“Mr. Sims knows he has no chance 
for election. He knows he will not 
carry a single county in the district. 
He sees that he will be the third man 
in the race in Fulton ‘county, and his 
whole purpose is to defeat me and 
elect Upshaw. He hopes to throw so 
much money in this race that it will 
cause me to spend my all and vcome 
out a bankrupt, and if Mr. Upshaw 
is elected, I will not be able to come 
back in his way two years from now 
and he will have the field all elone. 

Issues Discussed. 

After paying his respects to the 
running-fire controversy among the 
candidates, Mr. Steele, in a dispas- 
sionate manner, went over some of the 
issues in the campaign. 

“I find that the voters « -ire to 
know a candidate’s stand upon the 
prohibition quéstion, and I am al- 
ways glad to give them my answer. I 
am in favor of maintaining the.18th 
amendment and am opposed to modi- 
fication of the Volstead act. I am not 
only a prohibitionist in my publie ree- 
ord, but am one in my private life, 
and no man living has ever smelt the 
odor of liquor upon my breath. 

“I am the candidate who first called 
the attention of the people of Geor- 
gia to the necessity of farm relief 
legislation. As early as March 29, 
1926, at Fairburn in my opening 
speech for congress, I said southern 
congressmen were asleep upon this 
question, and that the present cun- 
gressman from the fifth district did 
not seem to know that there was 
pending in the house a bill for farm 
relief. At that time Mr. Upshaw was 
resting at Ciearwater, Fla., from his 
arduous duties of making prohibition 
speeches in Pennsylvania and West 
Virginia.” 

Favors Road Funds. 

Mr. Steele declared that if elected 
he would fight for a continuance -of 
the federal aid fund for states in 
building highways and pledges his $up- 
port to the ex-service men in any 
needed legislation.

OUR FOREIGN TRADE. 
During the fiscal year closing 
June 30 America’s trade balance 
reached the lowest point it has 


reached since 1910—and came with- 


in a little more than a quarter of 
a billion dollars registering on the 
wrong side of the ledger. 

The aggregate value-of merchan- 
dise imported during the year was 
$4,466,687,000, which exceeded the 
previous year about 17 per cent, 
the 1924-25 imports reaching 
$3,824,128,000. 

When one stops to analyze the 
enormity of these figures, especially 


| for the last year, and- then add the,

some understanding may be had of 
just how much money Americans 
put into the goods manufactured or 
mined in other countries and sold 
in America.

In the year 
preceding the excess amounted to 
$1,040,452,000. 

America must stimulate its» for- 
eign trade. It will be'a process of 
international trade retrogression to 
allow imports to exceed in value our 
exports—that is, to buy more from. 
the outside than we sell to the 
outside, That is a simple pad and 
pencil proposition. 

With one exception our imports 
in 1925-26 reached the highest 
value in any one year in history. 
Our exports showed a marked de- 
cline. That is a_ situation. that 
wants to be watched. 

There is no doubt that our of- 
ficial attitude toward foreign na- 
tions, as emphasized by congress, 
and by the announced policy of the 
State department, is causing us a 
loss of trade and rapidly swinging 
our trade balance to the wrong side. 

We need to cooperate. It is poor 
economic policy to withhold cooper- 
ation that we should offer, and cer- 
tainly when it does not in any way, 
directly or potentially, involve us in| 
any of the political entanglements of 
other nations. 

We spend our good money to the 
tune of four and a half billion dol- 
lars a year, plus tariff duties, in 
foreign trade. We are. justified per- 
haps in doing it, but we are more! 
than justified, on the contrary, in 
Showing such a Spirit of friendly 
relationship to other countries as 
to demand of them in the aggregate 
a sufficient trade to offset, with a 
healthy balance, our imports. This 
is more acutely true when we realize 
that America supplies more than 
half of the raw cotton demands of 
the world, which enormous item 
cannot be counted in a strict mer- 
chandising balance. Most of our im- 


-ports are counter merchandise pure 


and simple. 


THE PHILIPPINE ISSUE. 


The presence of Carmi Thomp- 
son, the personal representative of 
the president in the Philippines, has 
apparently stimulated rather than 
retarded the growing insurgency in 
that country against American gov- 
ernmental domination. The Philip- 
pine legislature, which is amenable 
to the veto power of Governor Gen- 
eral Wood, has just passed a meas- 
ure calling for an election on the 
independence issue over the veto 
of General Wood, and by ‘a ma- 
jority thereby in excess of that of 
a year or more ago when a similar 
measure was passed. There seems 
to be a growing feeling of resent- 
ment at the existing administration, 
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and the presence of a personal en- 
voy of the president does not seem 
to have helped the situation. As 
it is the fight has turned even upon 
the $6,000 a year pension paid 
Aguinaldo, the old revolutionary 
leader, because he is friendly to 
America.

This is true, and such an organi- 
zation is needed not only to protect 
investments already made, but as a 
guarantee to future operations, It 
is needed to carry into effect the 
economic principle of serving the 
consumer by eliminating the lost 


—especially of food products. 


There is no occasion for experi- 
menting. It has been done with 
Other commodities and in other 
communities. An efficient organi- 
zation of the nature cannot be built 
over night. It must be built sound- 
ly upon the basic principles of co- 
operative marketing, and it should 
have the hearty and pledged coop- 
eration of at least a majority of the 
larger producers. That is to say, 
to become effective it must control 
at the basis of supply at least the 
major portion of the merchantable 
commodity thus organized. In such! 
an organization there must be the

Sandsbury was probably the second 


man to try it, in 1916, and these gen- 


tlemen have been getting profit out of 
their crops ever since, but this year 
they are agreed that quality has pro- 
duced far superior to what the farm- 
ers were able to get heretofore. 

“Heretofore Mr. Sandsbury sold 
1,530 worth off of four acres; Jodie

ohnson on his four acres rea'ized

his four acres. These are just a few 
of the growers who have made good, 
and prospects for this year are even 
better than they were when those 
oe were gotten. They serve to 
llustrate something of what the 
prospect will be, even on an average, 
when the improved or bettered quality 
is taken into consideration.” 

W. Lankford, of Lyons, the 
largest planter of tobacco in Toombs 
eounty the past two or three years, 
says: 

“The tobacco acreage in the whole 
belt is perhaps less this year tlian it 
was last, but the yield has been Let- 
ter and the quality is far above iny- 
thing we have had before. In fa:t, I 
expect this year’s tobacco crop to do 
a great deal for the state not cnly 
financially, but in advancing us as a 
high-grade producing section. — 

“I have planted 80 acres this year 
—somewhat less acreage than JI had 
last year—but I expect to more than 
make up the difference on the quality 
and yield. Taking our tobacco around 
Toombs county generally I expect we 
are going to get around a thousand 
pounds, and some places upward of 
that figure, to the acre. I think this 
will pretty generally apply to approx- 
imately 2,000 acres our county has in 
tobacco.” 

Diversified Crop Seen. 

The outstanding point illustrated by 
these gentlemen, and others from Geor- 

ia’s tobacco belt, is that farming in 
‘Georgia has already gotten away from 
the old idea of planting excessively 
large tracts of land in order to make 
a profit through the volume of acre- 
age. As Mr. Lankford put it, in dis- 
cussing the tobacco prospects: “The 
south Georgia farmer is beginning to 
show by results that he can make 
more profit and do a better business 
on 40 to 50 acres of good Georgia 
Jand than we used to do digging and 
scratching on two or three hundred 
acres.” 

All through the tobacco belt the 
warehouses are ready to receive the 
miracle weed of south Georgia which 
has come to rank next to cotton 1n 
importance as a money crop in this 
section. 

Bright leaf tobacco has been grown 
in Georgia for nine years, but this 
is the third year that it has passed 
the experimental stage and reached 
the proportions of a money crop.

In the many capitai 
readjustments in recent years to pull 
down an accumulated surplus by is- 
suing stock against it the par value 
of the new stock has been greatly re- 
duced.

~“*While the new bodies are radically 
different in construction from any- 
thing known up to the present, they 
retain generally the characteristic Es- 
sex lines; however, the rear quarters 
have been somewhat curved and the 
whole body is two inches lower. The 
finish is a lustrous black enamel, baked 
on in the 600-foot ovens at high tem- 
peratures which assure ‘a long life 
and a glossy appearance for the life 
of the car. A bit of color is added by 
a nickled radiator and by a double 
—_—~ around the belt line. 

“Possibly the most striking feature 
of the new body is its unusual rigidity 
of construction. By use of steel sills 
all lines of weakness between the chas- 
sis and the body has been eliminated; 
in fact the body and chassis are real- 
ly one. The steel sill itself is 60 per 
cent stronger than the wooden mem- 
ber it displaced. 

“Tested over the roughest stretches 
of road to be found around Detroit. 
the body has been found to be abso- 
lutely free from squeaks and rattles. 
The car was repeatedly run up on 
curbs at various heights, the doors 
tried and found to open and close 
freely. A 200-pound man was placed 
on each door as a final test of the 
stability of the body and the car was 
driven over several hundred yards of 
rough road. The doors did not sag in 
the least, fitting just as perfectly aft- 
er this rigid test as before. This re- 
markable rigidity in the body is gained 
by the seientific sectioning of the 
pressed steel from which the body is 
made. All of the pressed steel parts 
ar. fo with not only ease of as- 
semibly in view, but: also from the 
ge of rigidity. 

“The plant has a normal capacity 
of 1,500 bodies per nine-hour day. 
In true progressive fashion the raw 
material enters on the lowest floor 
where the presses are located and 
from that point moving along until 
the bodies leave the final assembly 
complete. All main and sub-assembly 
work is done on moving conyreyors 
which is the first time this bas been 
completely accomplished in an auto- 
mobile body-building plant. 

“As an instance of quality the steel 
sheets used in the bodies, doors and 
fenders are of the same quality and 
same weight@as is used in $4,000 se 
dans; it is described by Hudson offi- 
cials as the best obtainable. One econ- 
omy of this is that the sheets stand 
up to the action of the presses with 
practically no breakage. Scraps of 
steel left over from the stamping of 
large parts are used in making small- 
er units, so that final waste is less 
than 1 per cent—which is sold as 
scrap metal. 

“Unlike practice in previous steel 
bodies, the parts are not welded to- 
gether, but are bolted and riveted by 
an entirely new and exclusive proc- 
ess. The rigidity gained from this 
method has been proved. by the most 
severe road tests in which there has 
been no tendency whatsoever for the 
bodies to loosen up. The elimination 
of t welding in all points of strain 
is said to eliminate the possibility of 
loose joints. 

“The whole interior of the car is 
exceptionally neat and trim—the dash 
well arranged and pleasing. The door 
handle and lock are combined in one 
unit. The steering wheel is solid wal- 
nut mounted on a cast aluminum 
spider. The windshield wiper switch

Mrs. Norman Sharp, chairman of 
junior membership, Georgia Fed- 
eration of Women’s Clubs, calls es- 
pecial attention of the junior chair- 
men in the federation over the state, 
to the necessity of stressing outdoor 
recreation for junior members at this 
season of the year and to encourage 
all wholesome recreation and to as- 
sist in every way possible, those who 
are arranging and sponsoring out- 
door activities. 

Mrs. Sharp also stresses the impor- 
tance of the recent movement by the 
United States government to estab- 
lish training camps for girls all over 
the country. ‘This has been the first 
effort made by the government to es- 
tablish a program for the girls of 
the nation and the junior chairman 
of Georgia hopes to see the camps 
established as soon as possible. Dur- 
ing the recent war physical exami- 
nations showed an alarming number 
of young men physically unfit for 
service. Many of these were maierial- 
ly benefited and improved by ‘the 
systematic order of regular exercises 
which training camp programs de- 

manded, 

Free out of doors camps for girls, 
open to all classes, would afford ex- 
cellent opportunities for health build- 
ing which the American girl of to- 
day so greatly needs. These camps 
would be an especial boon to girls in 
modest financial circumstances who 
could not afford to pay for such ad- 
vantages and benefits.

On this day the public 
is asked to sacrifice something from a 
drink of soda water to a new dress, 
from a dime to a dollar for the wel- 
fare of babies in Columbus. The 
Federation of Woman’s Clubs realizes 
that a well organized health work 
could use the money secured from tag 
dag to better advantage for the wel- 
fare of children and turns over to the 
club, and they in turn gave their 
Public Health Nurse association an- 


in nually the entire proceeds from tag 


day. 

This fund, which amounted to 
$649.32 this year, helps to make it 
possible for the Public Health Nurse 
association to carry on a_ splendid 
piece of health work for better babies, 
which is educational and disease pre- 
ventive and curative, which reduces 
illness and the death rate of both 
mother and baby. A prize of $10 
was offered to the ones who would 
collect the largest amount on tag day, 
which was won by the Jewish Ladies’ 
prize to the Public Health Nurse as- 
sociation to carry on the work. 

Social and Industrial. 

Fourth. Social and industrial con- 
ditions; chairman, Mrs. H. L. Wat- 
son.

The Jewish Ladies’ Ajd society of 
Columbus is one of the oldest clubs 
in the state and is regarded as a splen- 
did feature in the fourth district. On 
the celebration of the fiftieth anni- 
versary this society commemorated 
the occasion by establishing a free 
milk station in one of the mill dis- 
tricts of the city for under-nourished 
children and upon application were 
granted the use of a room in the 
North Highlands school. 

Mrs. Max Rosenberg, chairman of 
the society's welfare and charity work, 
undertook the organizing and coordi- 
nating of the movement and ig its 
efficient head. The equipment was in- 
stalled and work begun on the day of 
the celebration, Naturally it was be 
gun on a small scale, but Mrs. Rosen- 
berg and her coworkers, by thei: 
very enthusiasm and _ through the 
worthiness of the movement (which 
was recognized immediately, too, by 
the faculty head at the school and 
visitors) enlisted the interest and co- 
operation of twenty women’s clubs 
and church organizations throughout 
the city and thus made possible the 
carrying on and enlargement of the 
movement which, with its present im- 
petus, bids fair to become all city 
reachiny in its scope. There have also 
been any number of voluntary dona- 
tions from individuals. 

Kach day the work is managed by 
two members of the parent organiza- 
tion and two from the cooperating 
clubs which lends not only these 


workers but gives the sum of money 
required for that day’s free milk. 


Four Gallons Distributed. 

Four gallons of milk a day is the 
amount regularly distributed free to 
those children who are unable to pay 
and almost an equal amount daily 
has been sold at 3 cents a glass or 
two for 5 cents (the actual cost of 
the milk) to the children able to buy. 
The latter was rather uphill work 
as the children had been accustomed 
to buying soft drinks with their 
nickels and had to be taught the 
value of milk drinking. Pretty soon 
an improvement became evident not 
only in the looks and health of the 
children, but in their mentality. 

If one doubts this statement he 
has only to be shown some of the 
children. It has been a_ pleasant 
sight for visitors dropping in at first 
recess to see the crowds of children 
drinking glasses of foaming milk and 
munching the crackers that go with 
it. The little folks kneel at low 
tables or sit in groups on the floor, 
coming back for glasses to be re- 
filled as Jong as the supply holds out, 
and one hears “thank you for a 
cracker, thank you for a cracker” as 
long as there are crackers to be seen. 
The older children stand about the 
hall and yard enjoying theirs. In 
April of this year, the Blks having 
become interested in the work, sub- 
scribéd a liberal monthly donation to 
sponsor the opening of another milk 
center at Linwood school. The work 
was begun immediately and is car- 
ried on there just as at the North 
Highlands school. | 

Colored People Interested. 

The colored people of the city be- 
came interested in the work and volun- 
tarily bestirred themselves by enlist- 
ing the cooperation of Mrs. Rosen- 
berg to establish a station at Claflin 
school. 

They have a well organized center 
and conduct the work themselves, 
their only outside help being the daily 
purchase of the milk for them by 
Mrs. Rosenberg. 

During the summer months while 
the school buildings are closed the 
milk will be delivered to the homes 
of those children most in need of 
physical upbuilding whose parents 
cannot afford to buy it for them. 

Other children who have been buy- 
ing milk all year have promised to 
drink it all summer instead of cold 
drinks. 

It is the aim of the organization 
to have its own small building on the 
North Highlands school grounds by 
next year so the work can carry On 
from these during school holiday peri- 
ods as well as at other times and plans 
for same are already in the hands of 
Mrs. Rosenberg. 

President’s Report. 

Mrs. H. Julius is president of the 
Jewish Ladies’ Aid society and in her 
report says: 

“We are strictly a charitable or- 
ganization as as our dues are small, 
we must always be on the alert to 
raise funds to ‘carry on our work, 
The three milk stations which were 
originated by our club are still func- 
tioning in a splendid manner due to the 
wonderful cooperation of many other 
clubs and organizations. During the 
past two years some of our funds 
were raised by catering for suppers

space. 


He was endowed with noble pow- 
ers that can only mislead and disap- 
point him; and thus he comes into be- 
ing possessed of a nature that is es- 
sentially false. But if human nature 
is false in its highest region, false by 
being made so in its very constitution; 
then we cannot be sure that it is true 
in any departments of its activity. 


If we say that man’s highest nature 
naturally deceives him, we resign all 
right to rely upon our nature or the 


validity of our powers, and confi- 
dence in our mental processes is at an 
end. We are compelled to trust our 
own powers just as truly in the re- 
ligious realm as in the physical or in- 
tellectual. If we are not safe in this, 
we are sure of nothing; and the pow- 
ers that we are compelled to trust 
affirm that there is One above us who 
is worthy of our love and adoration.”

As for the ghastly exhibits them- 
selves, experts readily testified that 
they were human bones and human 
flesh. Two physicians agreed that 
the mass of soft substance which had 
presumably boiled over the vat was 
flesh that had undergone burning by 
potash. * - 

Particles removed from the drain 
pipes of the factory were produced in 
court and established to be portions 
of human bones. 

During all this revoliing parade of 
evidence, Leutgert remained unmov- 


ed. He handled the exhibits with ab- 
“Solutely no show of feeling. 
. trowds in the courtroom shuddered

and sickened, he coolly turned over 
his wife’s skuil and examined it, as 
shough it were a head of cabbage. 

The defense opened its case on 
September *4 (one month after. the 
trial began) with witnesses who tes- 
tified that since May 1 they had at 
different places seen a woman who 
resembled Mrs. Leutgert. Then, 
Mary Seimmering testified for the de- 
fense, declaring the defendant had 
always treated his wife with the ut- 
most kindness, 


January 19, 


She denied having been on inti- 
mate terms with Leutgert, though 
members of the grand jury were sub- 
Sequently produced who swore she 
had admitted to improper relations 
with the accused man. 

Accused Takes Stand. 

So, day after day, week after week, 
the interminable trial wore on, with 
the detense blocking every effort of 
the state to get Leutgert on the wit- 
ness stand. The case was not sub- 
mitted to the jury until October 18, 
more than seven weeks after the 
opening of the trial. 

For sixty-six hours the jury mulled 
over the evidence and then announc- 
ed it was impossible for them to reach 
an agreement. They reported that 
nine stood for conviction and three 
for acquittal. 

The whole business had to .be re- 
peated. 

The second trial began on Novem- 
ber 19, 1897. Leutgert made an ap- 
peal to the public for financial assist- 
ance, but few responded. © Weeks 
passed. The popular opinion was 
that the Leutgert trial had come to 
stay. The high point was reached 
1898, when Leutgert 
tinally took the stand himself. 

So great was the crowd that turn- 
ed out for this- feature attraction that 


the available 
overtaxed. 

But all things must end.. The Leut- 
gert trial resulted in the conviction of 
the defendant and his commitment to 
Joliet state prison for life. 

Leutgert was destined not to spend 
much of his life in prison. On the 
morning of July 27, 1899, he march- 
ed down his cell corridor with other 
prisoners and returned shortly after- 
ward with his breakfast pail. He was 
about to start his meal when he sud- 
denly fell forward. 

When the prison physicians reach- 
ed him he was dead, a victim of heart 
disease. 

Thus did Adolph Leutgert cheat 
justice out of her proper triumph. 

Years later the famous case again 
came into the news when roomers tn 
the former Leuigert home, since 
moved around the corner, reported 
they had encountered ghosts in the 
house. 

Among others who testified to see- 
ing things was Miss Myra Berger, an 
18-year-old telephone operator. She 
said she saw a pale phantom of the 
powerfully built murderer and called 
her sister, who testified to the same 
extraordinary apparition.

I have no command of my talents such 
ay they are, and have to watch the 
vuryings of my mind as I would a 
weathercock. Practice and training 
may bring me more into ruce; but at 
present 1 am as useless for regular 
ervice as one of my Own country In- 
ians,”’

GROWTH OF.U. S. 
‘CAME THROUGH 
CESSIONS, SALES. 


From the days when the United 
States consisted of just thirteen states 
along the Atlantie seaboard to the 


:| present time, six important additions 


have been made to the nation’s terri- 
tory. On Independence Day this year 
the stars and stripes waved over al- 
most two and a half billion acres. 


The modest beginning of the natien 
was established in 1783, when at the 
end of the Revolutionary war, Great 
Britain ceded the new country the 
land within the boundaries of the 
thirteen original colonies. At the same 
time she ceded the northwest territory, 
including alt the land westward to the 
Mississippi. 

In 1808 a great addition was mude, 
for the Louisiana territory was pur- 
chased from France for 15 million dol- 
lars. This extended the boundaries of 
the nation to the Rocky Mountains, 
and the land was later made into nine 
full states and parts of four others. 

In 1819 Florida was purchased from 
Spain. The cost was five million dol- 
lars, which seems unbelievable when 
compared with the prices of compara- 
tively small pieces of that state dur- 
ing the last year. Texas was annexed 
in 1845, and a short time later this 
state received 10 million dollars for 
surrendering her claims to what is 
now the state of New Mexico, that ter- 
ritory becoming part of the United 
States. 

Sy the Oregon settlement with 
Great Britain, the treaty for which 
was signed in 1846, the nation was 
extended to the north shore of the 
Pacifie ocean. This land was. then 
made into three full states and parts 
of two others. 

In 1848 Mexico ceded the United 
States what is now California and 
part of New Mexico, and was paid 15 
million dollars for it. 

The Gadsden purchase from Mexico 
in 1853 brought the country, for 10 
million dollars, the southern ends of 
Arizona and New Mexico, a total of 
about 30,000,000 acres of land.
